The idea of an international May 
Day for labor was first brought 
forward at the St. Louis conven¬ 
tion of the A. F. of L. in 1888.

If lias been observed yearly 
ever since. While labor’s May Day 
is not to be confounded with the 
old May observance, with maypoles 
and May queens, still the old Saxon 
celebrations to'some extent influ¬ 
enced the proposal.

There is no other way to compete with the men who own the rail¬ 
ways than to build new railways, unless the competition is to be pre¬ 
cisely the competition thtt has enabled the men who are now in con¬ 


trol to displace thore who were in control by stock taptet manipula¬ 
tion. We must confess that in 'either method we see no benefit to the 
public. The duplication of the existing is out 

of the question. The organization of induatry-has prevsMod tbo build¬ 
ing of railways where railways are not needed or rolling mills where 
rolling miiis are idle. The promoter cannot Bnancfe them. The other 
form of competition is now gqing on—it will continue to go on as 
long as the existing system endures—as "dog eat dog" is essentially a 
part of the “survival of tbe fittest." - 

When Mr. Wilson speaks of “freedom” and "opportn&ty,” he does 
not include the wtge-esrners in the equation. They are not numbered 
among those who "were created equal and endowed by their creator 
■with certain inalienable rights.” Otherwise he could not have given 
voice to the sentiment: 

W« deign that the Itmltatlon* on present enterprise shall be 
removed *o that the nett generation of yoturoure JMtali eome 
along wUl not have to become protegee of benevolent trust*, but will 
be tree to go about making their own lives whet they, will: eo .thet 
we shall taste again the full cup, not of cbOifty, but of Hberty^—the 
only wine that ever refreshed and renewed tha spirit of a pobpla.

telnets an hundred and thirteen In the

I spoke to the strikers at two of 
their meetings. A* always on such 
* occasions, I was laboring under a riot 
of diverse emotions. Knowing that 
these very men who ware now rebel¬ 
ling. had played Into the hands of 
their masters the very »*me power 
that was now being used to defeat 
their demands, I oould have cursed 
them for their stupidity. And yet I 
felt like taking them ln*.o my arms 
and weeping with them over their suf¬ 
fering. 

In both meetings I drew a contrast 
picture between a government con¬ 
trolled by them and aiding them In 
their struggles, and one doing the bid¬ 
ding of their roasters. Like a warm 
summer ruin is lmbided by a parched 
soil so did these listeners drink In 
every word. "We'U not forget the 
difference," cried one striker, and he 
was cheered "to a finish." 

While these meetings packed to suf¬ 
focation were In progress, the argu¬ 
ments In the habeas corpus proceed¬ 
ings of ••Bill” Haywood were being, 
heard In court. About a dozen com¬ 
rades were gathered around a table 
having their lunch when above the din 
in the street arose the shouts: "Hay¬ 
wood Is free.'* Followed by a crowd 
Haywood came into the room, looking 
none the worse for his six day In-, 
voluntary’ rest. Rather amusing that; 
a man should deride capture of poli¬ 
tical power by the working-class and 
yet when In trouble himself not dis¬ 
dain to place himself under the pro- 
tect'ug wing of this same power! But, 
why Is "gravy for the g.uider not ; 
UUce for the geese?” 

One cun almost feel the sullen spirit 
of hatred that pervades thi enure 
communal atmosphere. It 1> in the 
Htreets, dfiices. shops and public build¬ 
ings. It la visible on the faces of the 
populace.

The inlll- 
owners are desperate. They command 
every known institution to aid them 
In driving the workers back to work 
The dally press 1 r. running three 
column articles fairly pleading with 
the strikers to go back to work.

8unday morning I left Paterson. It 
was g bright, warm spring morning, 
one of those which by Its caresses 
arou«e nati**v* from its long winter's 
sleep. The Delaware and Lacka¬ 
wanna R. R. station Is located on the 
westora outskirts of the city. The 
city Itself Is surrounded by hills and 
Its topography resembles a hugh 
wash bowL 

Standing with my back turned 
towards the strife-rent city, the scene 
seemed to have been suddenly trans¬ 
formed. I saw a picture of wonderful 
beauty; such as one sees In the books 
which tells us of the feuds of the 
robber-knights, a genuine feuual 
castle. It stood there on the HIM In all 
the massiveness of severe early gothic 
architecture. There were the parapets 
and battlements; there were the hugh 
stone walls barring intruders. There 
was even the lookout tower on The 
highest elevation of th«> mountain. 
The slopes of the mountain surround¬ 
ed the castl.e and were parked with 
driveways and promenades. From one 
end extended a long colonnade for 
promenading In Venetian moonlight 
nights. This rlone must have cost the 
owners many thousands of dollars. 

That Is castle Belle Vista often 
called Lambert castle. It is the home 
of Lambert, one of the mill-owners. 
Whin coming to the city on the train 
one can see this castle before one sees 
the city, for it rises above everything 
In the city. 

The money ' of that one structure j 
would have built respectable homes 
for one thousand families of the work¬ 
ing-class. The city Is proud of the 
castle. Local patriots point It out to 
the visitor. Druggists sell postal cards 
picturing it. In the hearts of the 
■trlklng workers It is cursed and de¬ 
molished a thousand times a day. 

Does the owner realize that he la j 
flaunting his vulgar wealth In the| 
face* of those he robbed? Does the 
ruling class realize that it is feasting 
and dancing on the brink of an abyss? ;

The aid from the outside is not what 
one should expect It to be. As a rule 
the workers have always responded 
prompt and generously to tho cry of 
need coming frc,*n their struggling 
brothers and sisters. Said ono of th* 
lead***: "Sine* the beginning of the 
strike we got leas than 1250 from the 
outside.” Naturally the families of 
the strikers are reduced to starvation. 
Undue such conditions the absence of 
violence Is a near-miracle.
